The Arch Duke Charles has addreffed a pro- 
clamation to the Imperial army, in which the 
following remarkable tentences occur: 

“The generals, I hope, will endeavour to 
guard the troops againft that enthufiafm of the 
prefent time, which ferves to fedace the publie 
opinion, and to diffolve the bonds of fociety 
they will not fuffer fingle members to undermine 
the firmnefs of the whole body, by unguarded 
words, premature reproach, and political quar- 
rels.”’ 

The Arch Duke adds, that the German fol- 
diers are fighting for real political liberty, pro- 
perty, order, religion, &c.
